out or even considered. It is a ques- 
tion with the order whether it would 
be better to put up a new building or 
buy one already up and remodel it so 
as to have accommodations for the 
lodge upstairs, with store room be- 
low. The lodge here has. about one 
hundred and thirty members, and the 
capital for the enterprise would be 
easy to raise if the effort were made. 
The only drawback to building a new 
building would be^the inability to se- 
ure a suitable site for the edifice.

Years, and the citizens have at last 
come to a realization of the.f act. The 
inadequacy of the electric plant was 
brought before the people strongly at 
the time of the recent street fair. 
when it was impossible to secure the 
light necessary for the entertainment 
on account of lack of power. On this 
account the attractions had to be 
bunched a great deal more than they 
would have been, and the illumination 
was thea very poor at times. The 
plant will be appraised by three ap- 
.praisers and if the value of the plantis 
not too great it will be purchased. 


Marshfield Elks are considering the 


feasibility of building a club house in 
the near future, although the details 
of the matter have not been, thought 
out or even considered. It is a ques- 
tion with the order whether it would 
be better to pat up a new building- or 
buy one already up a nd remodel it so 
as to have accommodations for the 
lodge upstairs, with store room be- 
low.
